Prominent Contractors Say the Pros- 


ncots for Building are Mot tiood. 
Last year was an unusually brisk one 


to builders both in the construction of 
business blocks and dwellings. Car- 
penters had a good year in house-build- 
ing, notwithstanding their disastrous 
strike, but from the present indications 
the condition of affairs will be materi- 
ally changed this year. Ex-Council- 
man Levi Griffith, who is one of the 
prominent contracting carpenters, and 
also a member of the Master Carpen- 
ters' association, said to-day: "The 
outlook is not so good as it was a year 
ago and I do not anticipate near as 
much building this season." 


Contractor James M. Henry said: 


"No, there is no such a prospect as 
there was a year ago and I am quite 
certain that we shall not have so much 
building. Our pay roll now is hardly 
half as much as it was a year ago at this 
time." Mr. Henry is of the firm of 
Liobman & Henry, and is a prominent 
builder. 


A canvass of several other contractors 


elicits the same information. This fact 
coupled with the reported determina- 
tion of the Carpenters' union to decide 
upon a new scale of wages for the com- 
ing season has caused a stir. Investi- 
gation shows that a movement is under 
way by the union oarpanters to make 6 
demand for thirty cants an hour and 
eight hours to constitute a day's work.

As nearly every senator has his own pet 
scheme for a gravel road law, it is likely 
some important legislation on the road 
subject will be passed if enough of th- 
said schemes can be made to harmonize 
to secure a majority vote on any single 
measure. 


Senator Howard's appellate court bill 


provides for five judges to be appointed 
from as many districts into which the 
state shall be divided. The judges are 
to be first appointed by the governor, 
not more than three from the same po- 
litical party, and afterward elected. 
Each judge is to be elected by the peo- 
ple of his own district and shall receive 
$4,000 annual salary. 


The sub-committee of the joint senate 


and house committee on the revenues of 
the state has not yet reported a bill, 
but will do so in a few days. The 
house members on the committee (and 
snob a bill must emanate from that 
branch of the assembly) have practical- 
ly agreed upon a plan. In brief, it is 
to repeal all taxation for state purposes 
and in its place to substitute taxation of 
railroads, corporations and collateral in- 
heritances. 
Under the present system, 


railroads are taxed for state purposes, 
and in addition pay local taxes in the 
various counties through which they 
pass, the amount being dependent upon 
the amount at which they are assessed 
and the local rates. It is now proposed 
that all this tax, both state and 
local, shall be paid directly 
into

that under the arrangement the annual 
revenue from railroads alone will be in 
excess of 82,000,000, whereas now the 


The audience room of the Third

Wells arose to answer the questions 
which he had promised to do the even- 
ing before, and which he presented iu 
this way: 
Mr. A. is a moral man, kind 


to his wife, fond of his children, be- 
nevolent to the poor, a good citizen and 
a worthy man, bnt not a Christian. Mr. 
B. is a bad man, profligate, dissipated, 
corrupt and degraded. 
In the course 


of his career he murders Mr. A., firing 
a bullet into his brain. He is arrested, 
tried, convicted 
and 
sentenced to 


be hung. In the mean time, he has be- 
come a Christian, complying with all 
the requirements taught by the preach- 
ers, repents, receives the gift of the 
Holy Spirit, is baptised, received into 


those who violate it of sin and con- 
demns to death the sinner. 


All the points of Dr. Wells were 


elaborately argued and nicely illus- 
trated and one could not evade their 
convincing force. 


The speaker closed with a beautiful 


picture, drawn by Moody, of the child 
who would not be convinced that its 
face was dirty until it looked into the 
mirror. So man by looking into the 
divine mirror sees his sins and nothing 
will save him from them but the blood 
of Christ. 
He made an earnest plea to 


the moral man not to base his hopes of 
salvation upon his morality, but to come 
to the foot of the cross, accept Christ as 
his personal redeemer and be saved. 


After a prayer by Dr. Moffatt, the 


Haydn quartet sang a beautiful piece 
and the audience was dismissed with 
the benediction. 


This morning Dr. Wells held an in- 


teresting service at the church and this 
evening at the Third church he will 
again preach, his subject being, "How 
can a Sinner be Justified and Saved." 
His subjects for the remaining evenings 
of the week are:

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total revenue from all sources to the 
state is only 81,100,000. 
Of course 


there will be opposition to this on the 
part of many counties, but it is believed 
that it can be offset by the fact that the 
adoption of this plan will do away with 
the present taxes for state purposes (12 
cents on the 100) on all classes of prop- 
erty. It is also believed that under it 
the ^county assessments will be raised 
and made uniform. The proposed tax- 
ation of corporations is on their nomi- 
nal capital stock and increases of it. In 
addition to this all collateral inheri- 
tances are to be taxed. From these 
three sources it is calculated that the 
state will receive an annnal income of 
about $2,300,000, which it is thought 
will be sufficient for all purposes.

The Bible furnishes two 
such instances. Mr. A is typified by 
the man who oatno to Christ and asked 
"Good Master, what shall Idotobs 
saved?" and Jesus answered: "Thou 
knowest the commandments, do not 
commit adultery, do not kill, do not 
steal, do not bear false witness, defraud 
not, honor thy father and mother.1' 
The man answered: "All these have I 
kept from my youth up." Jesus replied: 
"One thing then lackest; go thy way, 
sell whatsoever thon hust, and give to the 
poor,

me." The man was a moral man, but 
he lacked the necessary thing, belief in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The other 


character, that of Mr. B., the speaker 
said, was typified in the thief upon the 
cross, who had been a wicked man, but 
who said unto Jesus, "Lord, remember 
me when Thou ooinest into Thy king 
dom," and Jesus, seeing that there was 
true repentance and faith, answered 
him, "Verily I say unto thee, to-day 
thon Bhalt be with Me in Paradise." It 
was the belief in Christ that saved the 
thief and it was unbelief that lost the 
moral man his soul. One placed the 
soul of Mr. B. in heaven; the other con- 
demned that of Mr. A. to a death be- 
yond the grave. Morality will not save 
ns; it requires the cleansing power of 
the blood of Christ. 


The evangelist then called upon Rev. 


Allen, of Decatar, who was in the pul- 
pit, to lead in prayer, after which the 
chorus choir snng a hymn and Dr. 
Wells arose" to commence his eermon. 


His subject was, "Is Morality Alone 


Sufficient to Save ft Man i" He took as 
his test Bom,, 3d chapter and 20th 
verse: "Therefore by the deeds of the 
law, there shall be no flesh justified in 
His sight; for by the law is the knowl- 
edge of sin." "We are justified freely 
by His grace, through the redemption 
that is in the Lord Jesns Christ." Obey- 
ing the moral law, the evangelist said, 
will not justify us in God's sight. A 
man cannot be saved on the strength of 
his morality, I believe morality is a 
good thing, bnt it is not enough to save 
a man's soul. There are many moral 
men in this congregation to-night. They 
say they are as good as church members. 
Maybe they are as good as some of them, 
but this morality will not get them into 
heaven. 


The speaker then proceeded to enu- 


merate the arguments upon which he 
based his assertion that morality alone 
was not sufficient to save a man. 


First, he said, personal obedience to 


God's moral law falls far short of God'a 
requirements. 
God requires a fall and 


perfect obedience to his laws and de- 
mands a pure heart, 


Second: Obedience to God's law, 


though perfect, could not satisfy for 


the Finally Impenitent Sinner." 


Dr. Wells is an earnest, practical 


talker and his convincing manner of 
sending gospel truths home to the 
minds and hearts of his hearers will 
bring many to Christ before his meet- 
ings close.
